The Examiner notes that Liljestrand does disclose or suggest data acess service and mobile 
telecommunicaitons service. Liljestrand discloses a unified messaging service which provides voice mail, e-mail,fax and message 
delivery features (col. 4, lines 66-67). The unified messaging services provides Internet retreival and networking services and Short 
Message Service (col. 5, lines 1-8). Furthermore, the unified messaging servcies also provide news service (col. 19, line 65). Such 
Internet retreival, networking services, and news services are considered data access service and Short Messaging Service is considered 
mobile telecommunicaiton service . 
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
